of the East Fork of Carson River, being the terminus of William 
H. Boyd’s road, in the County of Douglas, Nevada Territory, 
thence running in a southeasterly direction, thence through the 
pass to Double Spring, thence to a point known as the dividing 
ndge between Double Sprmgs and Shnkard’s Station.

in a sum not less than twenty-five dollars, nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars, and shall be liable to the proprietois of such road in 
an action for damages, to be recovered in a suit for debt before 
any Court of competent juzisdiction ; provided, that m no case the 
county within which such crimmal prosecution shall be instituted, 
be liable to the payment of costs of the same 

Sec. 6 The grantees herein named, their successors and as- 
signs, shall keep or cause to be kept an accurate account of the

Section 1. P D. Hedley and J. H. Gardiner, their heirs and 
assigns, are hereby granted the right and privilege of construct- 
ing and maintaining a toll road in Storey County, which shall be 
located in the main as follows: Commencing in the City of Vir- 
ginia, at a point near the junction of Cedar Ravine with the Sac- 
ramento Grade, thence running northerly, winding along Cedar 
Hill between the Sacramento and Geiger Grades, crossing the 
Geiger Giade at the toll-gate on said road, about a mile and a 
half from Virginia, and thence northwardly to a point between 
three and four miles distant from the City of Virginia, known as 
the Gardiner Valley Race Track.

All that tract of land m the County of Storey, Ter- 
ritory of Nevada, lying within the boundaries and limits hereafter 
mentioned, that is to say : commencing at a point one mile south 
of the old site of the Mexican Silver Mining Company's Quartz 
Mil, thence running east one mile, thence running noith two 
miles, thence runnmg west two miles, thence running south two 
miles, thence running one mile east to the place of beginning, is 
hereby declared to be a city, and shall hereafter be known as the 
City of Virgmia. 

Sec 2 For the government of the city there shall be a Mayor 
and Council, consisting of two members from each Ward. The 
said Mayor and Council shall be a body politic and corporate, by 
the name and style of the “Mayor and Common Council of the 
City of Virginia," and by that name they and their successors 
shall be known in law, have perpetual succession, sue and be 
sued, complain and defend in all Courts, and in all actions and 
proceedings ; may purchase, hold and receive property, both real 
and personal, within said city, and may receive and hold for the 
use of the-city legacies and donations of both real and personal 
property; may lease, sell or otherwise dispose of all city property, 
both real and personal, for the benefit of the city, and may provide 
for the management, regulation and use of the same; Provided, 
they shall not purchase any iealestate other than such as is 
within the city limits, and necessary for public buildings, for the 
laying ouf, widening or impioving the publie streets, alleys or 
grounds -for burial purposes They may also have a common 
seal, and may alter the same at pleasure 

Sec. 8. The City of Virginia 1s hereby divided mto fom 
Wards, whose boundaries shall be as follows: Fist Ward shall 
embrace all that part of the city lying north of Sutton avenue ; 
Second Ward shall embiace all that part of the city lying north 
of Taylor street and south of Sutton avenue ; Thid Ward shall 
embrace all that part of said city lying between Taylor and Silver 
streets ; and the Fourth Ward shall embrace all that part of the 
city lying south of Silver street 

Sec 4 The officers of ihe City of Virgima shall be a Mayor, a 
Recorder (who shall be ex officio Justice of the Peace, and shall 
have all the powers thereof), two Aldermen fiom each Ward, a 
Treasurer, an Assessor, a Clerk, a Marshal, a Collector, an At- 
torney, and such other officers as are heremafte: authorized to be

Sec 5 ‘The Mayor, Recorder, Marshal, Treasurer and Asses-

Sec T No person shall be eligible to the office of Mayor or 
Alderman, Assessor, Collecta, Maishaloi Recorder, who 1s not a 
qualified elector of the TTeiiitory of Nevada, or who has not been a 
resident of said city for at leant six months preceding the elec- 
tion, And no person shall be entitled to vote for any city officer 
in any Ward except the Waid in which he resides 

sre. 8. No person shall be allowed to vote at any city election 
who is not a qualified elector of the Territory of Nevada, and has 
not been a resident of said city for at least thee months next pie- 
ceding the election. | 

Sec. 9 The general election. fur Mayor, Recorder, Treasurer, 
Marshal, Assessor and Aldermen for said city, shall take place on 
the fist Monday m March of each year. The Common Council of 
said city shall for each election. appoint two Inspectors of Elec- 
tion in each Waid, and designate the place for opening the polls. 

Sec. 10. All the provisions of law in force regulating elec- 
tions, so fai as the same are consistent with the provisions of this 
Act, shall apply to the election of city officers by the voteis of 
said city 

Sec, ll. The Inspectors of each Ward shall appoint two 
Clerks, whose duty it shall be to take down in writing the name 
of each voter as his vote 1s deposited. After the polls shall have 
been closed ıt shall be the duty of the Inspectors and Clerks of 
each Ward to proceed immediately and canvass the votes cast at 
each Ward, which canvass shall bein public Within thice days 
afte: each election, the Inspectois and Clerk of each Ward shall 
deliver to each of the two peisons who shall have received the 
highest number of votes in each Ward for Alderman a certificate 
of his election to said office. 

Sec. 12. At every annual election, the Inspectors and Clerks 
in each Ward shall immediately, after the yotes are counted, 
make out a statement of the number of votes cast 1n each Ward 
for the offices of Mayor, Treasurer, Assessor, Marshal, Recorder 
and Aldeimen, and the numbei of votes cast for each person to 
fill said offices respectively, which statement shall be ceitified by 
them under oath to be correct. They shall also carefully seal up 
the votes and poll hst, and dnect the same to the Common Council 
of said city. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of such Election 
Board to deliver such sealed package and said certified statement 
to the Clerk of the Common Council, within thiee days after any 
election shall have been held. On the Satuiday next after such 
election shall have been held, the Common Council shall proceed 
to ascertain fiom said certified statement what persons have re- 
ceived the highest number of votes in said city for the offices of 
Mayor and Recorder, and a certificate of election shall be issued 
by the Clerk, under their duection, to the person who shall have 
received the highest number of votes for each of said offices re- 
spectively. The Cleik of the Common Council shall keep the 
sealed packages containing the ballots and poll lists for thirty 
days, when,,if no notice of any contested election shall have been 
given, he shall destroy the samo. 
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Sec 13: The Mayor, Tieasuer, Assessor, Marshal, Recorder 
and Aldeimen chosen at any election shall be qualified and enter 
upon the discharge of theu duties withm one week after being 
notified of their election. The othe: officers appointed by the 
Common Council shall be qualified and enter upon the discharge 
of their duties withm one week after then appointment It any 
person chosen foi office at any election, 0: who shall be appointed 
to office by the Common Council, shall fail to quahfy as above re- 
quired, the office for which he shall have been chosen or ap- 
pointed shall be deemed vacant — All city offices, before entering 
upon the discharge of then duties, shall take the usual oath of 
office.

office be created unless by a majority of all the members elect In 
case of a tie, the Mayo: shall have the casting vote 

Sec. 20. "The Common Council shall determine tbe rules for the 
government of their own proceedings, and shall be judges of the 
qualifications and election of their members. 

Sec. 21. In the proceedings of the Common Council, each mem- 
ber present shall have a vote, except the Mayor, who shall have 
the casting vote in all cases where the votes of the other members 
are tied. 

Sec 22 All meetings of the Common Council shall be public, 
except when the Board shall deem that the interests of the city re- 
quire secrecy. A journal of all the proceedings of the Council 
shall be kept by the Clerk, and the ayes and noes shall be taken 
upon ahy question and entered upon the journals, at the request of 
any two members 

Sec. 23. The Common Council shall have powei— 

Fist—To make by-laws and ordinances not repugnant to the 
Constitution or laws of the United States or of the Territory of 
Nevada. i 

Second—To levy and collect taxes on all property within the 
city, both real and personal, made taxable by law for Terutorial 
or county puiposes, which tax shall not exceed one per cent. per 
annum upon the assessed value of all such property, unless an 1m- 
creased tax shall be authorized by a vote of the people, as herein- 
after provided 

Thid—tTo lay out, extend and alter the sticets and alleys, pro- 
vide for the giading, draimng, cleaning, widemng, hghting or 
otherwise impioving the same, also, to provide for the construc- 
tion, repair and preservation of sidewalks, bridges, diains and 
seweis, and for the prevention and removal of obstructions from 
the streets and sidewalks 

Fouith—To provide for the prevention and extinguishment of 
fires; also, to orgainze, 1egulate and establish fire companies 

Fifth—To regulate ihe storage of gunpowder and other combus- 
tible material. 

Sixth—To prevent and remove nuisances; also, to determine 
what are nuisances 

Seventh—To create and establish a city police, to prescribe 
their duties and compensation, and provide for the regulation and 
government of the same. 

Eighth—To fix and collect à license tax on and regulate all 
theatres and theatrical performances, circuses, shows, bilhaid 
tables, bowling alleys, and all exhibitions and amusements. 

Vinth—To fix and collect a license tax on and regulate all 
taverns, hotels, restaurants, saloons, barrooms, bankers, brokers, 
gold dust buyers, manufacturers, livery stables and livery stable 
keepers, express companies and persons engaged in the business of 
transmitting letters or packages, and stage companies or owners

Sixteenth—To fx and prescribe the punishment for the breach 
of any city ordinance; but no fines shall be imposed for one offense 
m any Sum greater than five hundred dollars, and no teim of 1m- 
prisonment shall be prescribed of more than six months. 

Seventeenth—To compel the attendance of absent members; to 
punish members for then disorderly conduct, and to expel mem- 
bers for cause, by a vote of two-thirds of 1ts members elected. 

Eighteenth—To make all necessary contracts and agreements 
for the benefit of the city; to contract debts on the faith of the 
city, but no debt shall be contracted or liability incurred, which 
with the othe. liabihties (exclusive of the Funded Debt and m- 
terest) shall exceed in the aggregate the estimated annual rev- 
enue, except as provided in sub-division twenty-one of this section; 
the Commen Council shall not authorize the issuance of, noi shall 
any city officer issue, any scrip or other evidence of debt or order 
on the Contingent F'und, unless there be actually cash 1n the treas- 
ury to meet the order or warrant so drawn. 

Nineteenth—To appropriate money for any item of city expen- 
diture, and to provide for the payment of any city indebtedness; 
to appropriate to the use of the city all fines, penalties and for- 
feituies for the breach of any city ordinance. ' 

Twentieth—To fix and establish the fees, salaries and compen- 
sation of all city officers 

Twenty-first—The Mayor and Common Council of Virginia shall 
not contract any habihties, either by borrowing money, loanmg 
the credit of the city, or contracting debts which singly or in the 
aggregate shall exceed the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, 
including the existing city indebtedness of the city, over and above 
the 1evenue of the city; and the Common Council may issue scrip 
or bonds whenever they may deem 1t necessary to do so, to the 
said amount of one hundred thousand dollars, including the pres- 
ent city indebtedness, said bonds to bear interest at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per annum, payable at such time and place as the 
Common Council may ordei. Coupons of semi-annual interest 
payable thereon, shall be attached to eaqh bond issued, and any 
bonds with such coupons of interest attached may be assigned 
and transferred by delivery of the same. 

Twenty-second—All bonds issued by virtue of the authority of 
said Common Council, shall be disposed of as follows: Public no- 
tice shall be given 1n the newspapers of the City of Virginia, and 
two newspapers in the City of San Francisco, for at least forty (40) 
days, of such contemplated issuance of bonds, and inviting bids 
for the same to be directed to the Mayor and Common Council of.

the City of Virginia; all proposals to be under seal. +All bids 
shall be subject to approval by the Mayor and Common Council, 

Twenty-third—aAll bonds and coupons issued by the Mayor and 
Common Council, shall be signed by the Mayor, and counteisigned 
by the City Clerk, and shall be made payable m gold and silver 
coin. 

Sec. 94 Whenever in the opinion of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the Common Council, it shall be deemed expedient, or for 
the interests of said city to collect by tax, for any purpose what- 
ever, a larger sum of money than is hereinbefore authorized to be 
levied and collected, they shall, by resolution, inform the Mayor 
of the amount of money proposed to be collected, and the rate per 
cent. necessary to be levied upon the assessed value of the prop- 
erty within said city, whether the same is to be levied and col- 
lected in one or two years, and the object or purpose for which the 
money 1s to be expended The Mayor shall then—at least two 
weeks before the day when the proposition. is to be voted upon by 
the people—issue his proclamation and cause the same to be pub- 
lished for two weeks, at least once a week in some newspaper pub- 
lished 1n said city, stating all matters contamed ım such resolution 
of the Common Council, and calling upon the people to vote upon 
the question of such tax Such vote may be had either upon the 
day of the general annual election, 01 upon such other day as the 
Mayor in his proclamation may designate. Upon the day desig- 
nated thé qualified electois of said city may vote upon the ques- 
tion of levymg and collectjng such tax; those voting in favor 
thereof shall have either written or printed. upon their ballots the 
words— For the Tax;" and those voting against the same shall 
have wiitten or printed upon their ballots the words—" A grainst the 
Tax? If a majority of those voting upon the question shall vote 
in favor of the tax, the Common Council shall levy and cause to 
be collected in addition to the taxes befoie authorized, the said 
tax at the rate per cent. mentioned in the proclamation of the 
Mayor, at the same time and in the same manner as the other city 
taxes upon property aie levied and collected. "The money col- 
lected by such tax shall be a special fund, and shall be used and 
expended by the Common Council solely for the purpose or object 
mentioned 1n the proclamation of the Mayor, unless there shall be 
a surplus 1emamung after the accomplishment of such purpose or 
object, in which case such surplus shall be paid into the general 
fund of the city. 

Sec. 25. It shall be the duty of the Common ('ouncil to pro- 
vide for the accountability of all officers and other persons elected 
under this Charter, to whom the receipt or expenditure of any of 
the funds of the city shall be entrusted, by 1equiring! of them suffi- 
cient security for the faithful performance of then respective du- 
ties. Those persons or officers from whom security shall be re- 
quired shall, before entering upon the dischaige of their duties, 
file with the Common Council an official bond, with two sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the Common Council; such bonds shall 
be payable to the Mayor and Common Council of the City of Vin- 
ginia, shall in form be joint and several, shall be conditioned for 
the faithful performance of the duties of the office. In case any 
such bond shall at any time be deemed insufficient, additional secu- 
rity may be required; and if the officer or any person required to 
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give such additional-bond shall neglect or refuse so to do for the 
space ot thiee days after notice of such requirement, the Common 
Council may declare his office vacant 

Sec. 26. It shall be the duty of the Common Council to pub- 
lish, in one or moie newspapers published m said city, semr-annu- 
ally, a full and detailed statement of the receipts and disburse- 
ments of the city during the year ending on the last day of the 
month preceding that m which the publication 1s made, and shall 
set forth m every such statement the different sources of the city 
revenues, and the amount received from each, the various app1o- 
priations made by the Common Council, the objects for which the 
same were made, and the amount expended under each. 

‘Sec 27 Real and personal property may be sold by the City 
Collector for taxes oi assessments due said city. The manner of 
assessing and collecting taxes and the proceedings for the sale of 
property in case of non-payment of the same, shall be prescribed 
by ordinance. In case the pioperty sold for taxes shall be personal 
property, the title to the same shall vest absolutely in the pur- 
chaser thereof; but of real property, any person or persons may, 
at any time within six months after the date of such sale, redeem 
the same by depositing with the City Treasurer, for the benefit of 
such purchaser, the amount of such tax or assessment, and the ex- 
peuses thereon, including the costs of certificate, together with 
fifty per cent. upon such aggregate amount in addition At the 
expiration of six months from the date of such sale the title to any 
real estate sold for city taxes or assessments, and not redeemed as 
above provided, shall vest and remain absolutely in the purchaser 
thereof, or in his legal iepresentatives ; and the City Collector 
shall, on demand of such person or persons, make and execute to 
him or them a deed duly acknowledged for the same; for which 
deed the said Collector shall be entitled to receive five dollars, and 
such deed shall be received in any Court of this Territory as prima 
facie evidence that the grantee or grantees named in said deed, or 
his or their successors in mterests, have a good and legal title to 
the premises described therein. . 

Sec. 28. Special assessments may be made by ordinances for 
the giading, paving, draiming or planking any of the streets, 
alleys, or sidewalks of said city, upon the lots or paits of lots situ- 
ated upon the line of the proposed improvement And the Com- 
mon Council shall have the authority to provide by ordinance the 
time and manner of assessing and collecting the same 

Sec. 29. Every ordinance which shall have been passed by the 
Common Council shall, before it becomes effective, be presented to 
the Mayor for his approval. If he approve he shall sign it. If 
not, he shall return 1t with his objections m writing to the Common 
Council, who shall cause such objections to be entered at large 
upon the journals, and shall proceed at once to consider the same, 
or appoint a time when they shall be considered. If, after such 
consideration, two-thirds of the members elected shall vote in favor 
of the ordinance, the same shall thencefoith be in full force and 
effect, the objections of the Mayor notwithstanding. If any ordi- 
nance shall not be returned by the Mayor in five days (Sundays 
excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, the same shall 
then become of force and effect, the same as if the Mayor had 
signed it. : 
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Src 30. It shall be the duty of the Mayor to communicate to 
the Common Council semi-annually, and oftener 1f he shall deem it 
expedient, a general statement of the situation and condition of 
the city, jn relation to its government, finances and improvements; 
to recommend to the Common Council the adoption of all such 
measures connected with the health, cleanliness and ornament of 
the city, and the improvement of its government and finances as 
he shall deem expedient; to be vigilant and active in causing the 
laws and ordinances for the government of the city to be duly ex- 
ecuted and enforced; to exercise a constant supervision and con- 
trol over the conduct and acts of all subordinate officers; to receive 
and examine into all such complaints as may be preferred against 
any of them for violation or neglect of duty, and certify the same 
to the Common Council. 

Sec 31. Itshall be the duty of every Alderman of said city 
to attend the regular and special meetings of the Common Council, 
to act upon Committees when appointed thereto by the Mayor, to 
report to the Common Council all city offiers. whom they may 
know to be guilty of misconduct in office or neglect of duty, and 
to aid to the extent of their ability in maintainmg the peace and 
good order of the city, and in enforcing the by-laws and ordmances 
of the Common Council. 

Sec. 82. It shall be the duty of the City Treasurer to 1eceive 
all moneys belonging to the city, and to disburse the same on 
proper warrants or vouchers He shall keep an accurate and full 
account of all 1ecerpts and expenditures in such manner as the 
Council shall direct, and he shall, whenever required by the Com- 
mon Council, present to them a full account of such receipts or - 
expenditures for any period designated in their 1esolution All 
warrants drawn on the Treasury shall have specified therein the 
services or indebtedness for which the same 1s drawn, and shall 
be redeemed 1n regular order of registration upon the Treasurer’s 
books The Treasurer shall apportion all moneys which may, 
after the passage of this Act, come into his hands as such Treas- 
urei, as follows, to wit : 10 per cent. to the “ Interest Fund;” 10 
per cent. to the “ Contingent Fund ;’ 80 per cent. to the “ General 
Fund;” and shali do and perform all such other acts as shall be 
prescribed by oidinance 

Sec. 33. It shall be the duty of the City Marshal to execute 
and return all processes issued by the Recorder, or directed to 
him by any legal authority, and to attend upon the Recorder's 
Court He shall arrest all persons guilty of 4 breach of the 
peace or other offense committed ın his presence, and all persons 
guilty of a breach of any city ordmance and bring them before 
the Recorder for trial or examination. He shall be ex officio Cluef 
of Police, and shall perform all such police and other duties as 
the Common Council shall by ordinance direct. 

Sec. 34. It shall be the duty of the Assessor tò make out and 
return to the Common Council a correct list of all the property 
taxable by law within the limts of said city. The time and mode 
of making out such Hist and returning the same shall be prescribed 
by ordinance x 

Sec. 95. It shall be the duty of the Collector to receive and 
collect all taxes and licenses due the city, and all other moneys or 
revenue due or to become due, and to pay the same over to thé 
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Tieasurer; the time and manner of such collection shall be such 
as the Common Council by ordinance prescribe 

Sec. 36. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep the corporate 
seal and papers and documents belonging to the city; to file the 
same 1n his office under appropriate heads; to attend the sittings 
of the Common Council: and keep a journal of thew proceedings 
and a record of all the by-laws and ordinances; to countersign all 
wairants and licenses issued in pursuance of the orders and 
ordinances of the Council; to affix the corporate seal thereto; to 
keep an accurate account m a suitable book, under appropriate 
heads, of all wariants and orders drawn on the Treasury; also, 
ta keep ah account, m an appiopriate book; of all licenses issued, 
the date of the issue, and the amount, and he shall do and per- 
form such other duties as may be required or directed by the Com- 
mon Council by resolution or ordinance 

Sec. 31. It shall be the duty of the City Attorney to attend to 
all suits, matters and thmgs in which the city may be interested, 
in which his services may be required, to give his advice in 
wiitng, when requested by the Mayor and Common Council, and 
to do and perform all such things touching his office as the Com- 
mon Council may require of him, and to attend to all prosecutions 
in the Recordei's Com t when requested so to do by the Recorder. 

Sec, 88, A Recorder’s Court is hereby established m said city, 
which shall be presided over by the City Recorder ‘Phe Recoider 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all violations of City Ordi- 
nances, and may hold to bail, fine or comnut to puson, any often- 
der, n accordance with the provisions of such ordmance, of all 
cases of misdemeanor and wilful injury to property, committed 
within the city limits, punishable by fine not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollais, and imprisonment not exceeding six months, or by 
both fine and impiisonment; also, of all cases of assault and bat- 
tery committed within the city lumts, not charged to have 
been committed on a publie officer in the discharge of his duties, 
or with intent to commit murder.

Sec. 42 The style of the city ordinance shall be: “ The Com- 
mon Council of the City of Virginia do ordain” All ordinances 
shall be published in one or more newspapers published in said

Sec. 43 If, in any event, a member of the Board of Aldermen, 
or any other city officer, shall remove from the city, or absent 
himself therefrom fo: more than thirty days, without special leave 
of the Board of Aldermen, or neglect within one week after rece- 
ing notice of his election or appointment, to file his official bond, as 
required by ordinance, then his office shall be declared vacant by 
the Council. It shall be the duty of all the city officers, holding 
city property m their possession, such as books, recoids, papers of 
any description, and every other species of property belonging to 
the city, at the expiration of then term of office, to 1ender such 
property to their successors in office; and for any neglect to com- 
ply with the provisions of this section, they shall each forfeit the 
sum of five hundred dollais, to be recovered, with costs of swt, in 
any Court of competent jurisdiction, for the use of the city, and 
also be impiisoned m the city jail until such time as the property 
shall be delivered to their successors in office. 

Sec 44. The Common Council shall have power to lay out, 
open, widen, macadamize and establish the grade of streets and 
alleys, and to condemn all pioperty, whether real o1 personal, 
within the limits of the City of Virginia, in. the opening, widening 
or laying out of Virginia; in the opening, widening or laying out of 
streets, alleys, or for any other public use whatsoever, m the fol- 
lowing manner» The Common Council to appoint one referee, and 
the owner, o1 owners of such property so to be condemned to ap- 
point one referee, and, in the event that the two referees so ap- 
pointed shall not agree in the valuation of the property, then the 
two so selected shall choose a third 1eferee, and the decision of, a 
majonty of such three referees, with regard to the valuation of the 
property appraised by them, shall be final and binding; and in case 
the owner or owners of property so to be condemned shall refuse or 
neglect to comply with the provisions of this section, then the Com- 
mon Council shall constitute a Board of Appraisers, whose decision 
concerning the valuation of the property by them appraised, shall 
be final and binding 

Sec. 45. The officers of the present City Government of said 
city shall remain in office and exercise the powers granted to city 
officers by this Act, until the election and qualifications of the offi- 
cers to be elected under the provisions of this Act The city shall 
be divided into Wards as provided in this Act And nothing m 
this Act contained shall repeal or in any manner affect the binding 
force or validity of any ordimance now in force in said city, o1 
affect m any manner any debt, contract or liability of said city 
now in existence. All of the official acts of the piesent Board of 
Aldermen who have acted by virtue of any charter heretofore 
granted by the Legislátive Assembly of the Territory of Nevada 
to the city named in this Act under the name of the “City of Vir- 
ginia," are and the same are hereby declared legalized. And all 
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debts and liabilities contracted ocurred by said Board of Alder- 
men foi which the cedit of the City of Virgmia has been pledged 
or scrip issued, aie hereby declared legalized, and are hereby 
made valid liabihties and charges against said city 

Sec 46 An Act entitled an Act to authorize the incorpora- 
tion of the City of Virginia, approved December 19th, one thou- 
sand eight hundied and sixty-two, 1s hereby repealed 

Sec 47 Ths Act shall take effect and be in force fiom and 
after its passage. 


Cua» XUVI—An Act to provide. Compensation to the Attaches of 
the Territorial Assembly. : 


{Approved February 20, 1864.] 
Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
vitory of Nevada, as follows: 


Section 1 The Cleik of the House and Secretary of the Coun- 
cil shall each recerve, out of the ‘Territorial Treasury, the sum of 


fifteen dollars per diem The Assistant Clerk of the House and 


the Assistant Secretary of the Council, shall each receive the sum 
of twelye dollars per diem. The Sergeant-at-arms of the House 
and Council, shall each 1eceive the sum of ten dollars per diem 
The Chaplain of the House and Gouncil shall receive the sum of 
five dollars each per diem. The Porter of each House shall 1eceive 
the sum of seven dollars per diem The Messenger of each House 
shallieceive the suin of five dollars per diem, and the Pages of 
each House shall receive the sum of five dollars per diem. The 
Engrossing and Emolliug Clerks of each House, the sum of twelve 
dollars pe: diem for each day's actual service of himself and as- 
sistants, to be certified to by the Chairman of either the Standing 
Committees on Engiossment and Emollment Clerks of Standing 
Committees shall shall receive ten dollars pe: diem; on the order 
of the Chau man of such Committees, F. S. Whitney, for copying, 
the sum of three hundred and fifty-three 10-100 dollars; to O. A. 
F. Gilbert, for copying, the sum of one hundred dollars; to H. M. 
Stow, fo1 services as Ássistant Clerk, the sum of one hundred dol- 
lais; to I H Smith, for five days services as Clerk of the Stand- 
iug Committees, the sum of fifty dollars; and for all copying au- 
thoiized by resolution of either House, the sum of thirty cents per 
folio, as certified to by the Speaker of the House, o1 President of

Sec 2. It shall be the duty of the Territorial Auditor to draw 
his warrants on the Territorial Treasurer for such amounts as may

Cuar. XLVII.—An Act to provide for a Territoriat Prison. 


[Approved February 20, 1864.] 


Be it enacted, by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Terrdory of Nevada, as follows : 


Secrron 1. "The Secretary of the Terntoiy, the Territorial Au- 
ditor and Treasurer, shall constitute a Board of Prison Comms- 
sioners, with power to contract and manage the Territorial Piison; 
and with such other powers as are 1n this Act specified 

Sec. 2 The said Commissioners shall, on or before the first day 
of March, 1864, contract with Abram Curry, for the purchase of 
the building now occupied for a Teriitoual Prison, together with 
twenty acies of land, including the stone quariy, with all impiove- 
ments, implements, arms, and mechanics’ tools, belonging to or now 
used for the labor and security of the prisoners. The said Curry 
shall make a deed of conveyance of the said premises to the peo- 
ple of Nevada Teritory, particulaily describing the same ; and 
upon the execution, acknowledgment and delivery of such deed, 
the Territorial Audito: shall, by order of the Board of Commis- 
sioners, issue bonds of the Terntory foi the sum of eighty thou- 
sand dollais, as follows : One for twenty thousand dollars, payable 
out of any money in the Treasury unappropijiated, and thiee, each 
for twenty thousand dollars, payable respectively in one, two and 
three years, out of any unappiopriated money in the Treasury; 
and all of said bonds shall bear interest at the rate of ten per cent 
per annum fiom their date until paid, said inteiest to be paid semi- 
annually. 

Sec 8 As soon as such deed ıs delivered to the Board of Com- 
missioners, they shall take possession of said premises and the 
charge of the convicts, together with all the personal property 


. thereunto belonging The Board of Comnmussioneis shall appoint 


a Warden, and such agents, guards, and master mechanics, as they 
may deem necessary for the management and safe-keeping of the 
convicts It shall be the duty of the Warden, under such rules as 
may be prescribed by the Commissioners, to superintend the gene- 
ral business of the Prison, to command the guard and other em- 
ploycs, and to direct the labor and government of the convicts. 

Sec 4 The Boaid of Commissioners shall pay the Waiden and 
employés of the Territorial Prison, such compensation as they may 
deem proper. And shall at their discretion dispose of stone taken 
fiom the Prison, whether to private mdividuals or to agents of the 
Government of the United States, and all money derived fiom the 
sale of such stone, shall be placed in the Territorial Treasury, and 
shall constitute a Prison Fund. 

Sec 5. Fifteen thousand dollars is hereby appropriated for the ` 
current and necessaiy expenses for the maintenance of the Territo- 
rial Prison. Whenever it shall be necessary the Territorial Audi- 
tor shall, upon the order of the Board of Commissioners, issue his 
warrant upon the Treasurer of the Territory, for such amount as 
may be specified in such order payable out of the Prison Fund. 
The Board of Commissioners shall make an annual report to the 
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Legislative Ássembly of the Territory, specifying the number of 

convicts, the condition of the Prison, the amount of money ex- 

pended, and the amount of money derived from the sale of stone. 
Sec. 6 Ths Act shall take effect from and after its passage. 


Case XLVUL—An Act to create a County Budding Fund for 
the County of Douglas, N T. 


[Approved February 9, 1864.] 


Be ui enacted, by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Terruory of Nevada, as follows: 


Section 1 The Board of County Commissioners of Douglas 
County are heieby authorized, empowered and required to levy 
and collect a special tax of fifty cents on each one hundred dol- 
lars of taxable property in said county, for the purpose of creat- 
mg a “County Building Fund,” which said fund shall be applied 
exclusively to the payment of a building, to be erected for a 
Court house, county jail and county offices, at,Genoa, the county 
seat of said county, except there be a surplus after paying for 
said county building, which shall be paid into the General Fund 
of said County of Douglas 

Sec 2 The aggregate cost of constructing said county jail, 
Court house and county offices shall not exceed the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, and the payment thereof shall only be made by 
warrants, drawn on the County Tieasmer, payable out of said 
fund, ur shall diaw interest from the date of their presen- 
tation and non-payment, at the rate of ten per cent. per annum 
until paid; and when sufficient money has accumulated in said 
fund to fully discharge the indebtedness of said county arising 
from the erection and construction of the said county buildings, 
then the operation of this Act shall cease 

Sec 8 The especial tax mentioned in section first of this Act 
Shall be levied and collected 1n accordance with an Act entitled 
“An Act to amend an Act, and supplemental to an Act, to pro- 
vide for the assessing and collecting county and territorial reve- 
nue, approved Dec. 20th, 1862” 

Sec 4. In creating and completmg county buildings as m this 
Act specified, the County Commissioners of said County of Doug- 
las are hereby authorized and required to contract, first, for the 
building of à county jail, and as sufficient building fund accumu- 
lates, to contract for the erection and completion of à Court house 
and county offices, said contiact to be let in accordance with sec-

LIX.—An Act to encourage Enlistments and give Bounties 
and Extra Pay to our Volunteer, Soldiers 


[Approved February 20, 1864.] 


Be it enacted, by the Governor and Legislatwe Assembly of the 
Territory of Nevada, as follows: 


Section 1. A sum not exceeding one hundred thousand dol- 
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ing a compensation to the soldiers of the companies of Nevada 
Volunteers already raised and to be raed in this Territory for 
the service of the United States, to aid in repelling invasion, sup- 
pressing insurrections, enforcing the laws, and protecting the 
pubhe property, in addition to the pay allowed them by the Uni- 
ted States. Al liabilities created by this Act shall be paid out 
of this fund. 

Sec. 2. There shall be paid out of the fund created and set 
apart by the first section of this Act, to each and every enlisted 
soldier of the companies of the Nevada Volunteers raised or here- 
after to be raised 1n this Territory under the requisition made on 
the Governor thereof, by the officer commanding the Departments 
of the Pacific, for one regiment of volunteers, infantry, and two 
companies of cavalry, and the proclamation of the said Governor, 
calhng for the raising of the same, issued on the 4th day of De- 
cember, A. D. 1863, for the service of the United States, to aid in 
repelling invasion, suppressing insurrection, enforcing the laws, 
and preserving and protecting the public property, the sum of five 
dollars per month, and a bounty of ten dollars, to the Captain or 
commanding officer of any company, for every recruit by him or 
his authority enlisted. 

Sec. 8. The Captain or commanding officers of companies of 
Nevada Volunteers, raised or to be raised under the requisition 
and proclamation noted in Section Two of this Act, shall, before 
said enlisted men or officers shall be entitled to receive the benefit 
of this Act, file a certificate signed by the Adjutant and com- 
manding officer at the post at Fort Churchill, addressed to the 
Adjutant General of the Territory, to the effect that the number of 
men mentioned therein have been enlisted by the Captain or com- 
manding officer therein mentioned, or by his authonty, that they 
have passed due medical examination, and been sworn ito the 
service, and that no certificate of the kind has been issued for the 
men mentioned therein. Upon the filmg of. the before mentioned 
certificate 1n the office of the Adjutant General of this Territory, 
the Adjutant General shall make à requisition upon the Ternto-

Sec 4. In addition to the bounty herein provided for, there 
shall be paid out of the fund created and set apart by the first 
section of this Act, to each and every enlisted soldier of the com- 
panies of Nevada Volunteeis heretofore raised in this Territorp\ 
others than those raised or to be raised under the requisition and 
proclamation mentioned'in Section 2 of this Act, from the time of 
the passage of this Act, and to each and every enlisted soldier of 
the companies of Nevada Volunteers, raised or to be raised under 
the iequisition and proclamation aforesaid, from the time of his 
enlistment, the sum of five dollars per month for one year ; Pro- 
vided, that this provision shall not apply to any soldier who may 
be drafted or enlisted as a substitute for any person drafted into 
the service of the United States.

is made according to law. After the term of enlistment shall have 
been served or an honorable discharge granted to, or on the death 
of, any enlisted man, a certified copy of his final statement shall 
be transmitted to the Adjutant General of this Teimtoiy, who 
shall certify on the back of the same the amount due under this 
Act to the person discharged or deceased, and the Auditor shall

withm the now Terntoiy of Nevada ; Pr ovded, they do not ob- 
struct the same. Said line shall be bound to do the business of 
side Imes, and to tiansmit all dispatches 1n the order in which they 
are received, undei the penalty of one hundred dollars, to be re- 
covered, with costs of suit, by the peison whose dispatch 1s post- 
poned out of its order. Provided, that arrangements may be made 
with the publishers of newspapers for the transmission of intelh- 
gence of general and public interest out of its order , and provided 
Jurther, that preference may be given to official dispatches for the 
detection and captme of criminals.

Secmos 1. For the purposes hereinafter mentioned, the in- 
habitants of that portion of Lander County embraced within the 
limits hereinafter set forth in this section, shall be a body politie 
and corporate by the name and style of the City of Austin, and by 
that name shall have perpetual succession, may sue and be sued, 
may defend and be defender, may'implead and be immpleaded in 
all Courts and places, and all matters and proceedings whatsoever, 
may have and use à common seal, and the same may alter at 
pleasure, and may purchase, hold and 1eceive property, both real 
and personal, within said city, and may 1eceive and bold for the 
use of the city, legacies and donations of both real and personal 
property, may lease, sell, or otherwise dispose of all city property, 
both real and personal, for the benefit of the city, and may provide 
for the management, regulation and use of the same; Provided, 
they shall not purchase any real estate other than such as 15 within 
the city limits, and necessary for public buildings, for the laying 
out, widening or improving the public streets, alleys or grounds 
for burial purposes.

Whenever in the opinion of two-thirds of the members 
of the Common Council, it shall be deemed expedient, or for the 
interests of said city, to collect by tax, for any purpose whatever, 
a larger sum of money than 1s hereimbefore authorized to be levied 
and collected, they shall, by resolution, infoum the Mayor of the 
amount of money proposed to be collected, and the rate pei cent. 
necessaiy to be levied upon the assessed value of the property 
within the city; whether the same is to be levied and collected in 
one or two yeais, and the object or purpose for which the money 1s 
to be expended.

Every ordinance which shall have been passed by the 
Common Council snall, before it becomes effective, be presented to 
the Mayor for his appioval. If he approve he shall sign ıt ; if 
not, he shall 1eturn 1t with lus objections in wiiting to the Common 
Council, who shall cause such objections to be entered at large 
upon the journals, aud shall proceed at once to consider the same, 
oi appoint a time when they shall be considered.

Be ut enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
: ritory of Nevada, as follows: 
Section 1. The corporation and body politic now known and 


existing under the ttle of “The Inhabitants of the Town of Au- 
rora,” shall remain and continue to be a body politic and corpo- 


' rate in fact, by the name of the “City of Aurora,” and by that 
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name shall have perpetual succession ; may sue and be sued ; may 
defend and be defended; may implead and be impleaded in all 
Courts and places, and 1n all matters and proceedings whatsoever; 
may have and use a common seal, and the same may alte: at pleas- 
ure, and may purchase, receive, hold and enjoy, 1eal and personal 
piopeity, and sell, convey, dispose of and mortgage the same, for 
the common benefit of the city herem incorporated 

Sec. 2. The boundaiies of the City of Aurora shall be the 
same as surveyed by Wilham McBride, in 1863, and recognized 
by the Board of Trustees of the Town of Aurora, as their official 
map of the Town of Aurora. 

Sec. 3 The City of Aurora shall be divided and districted 
into two distinct and separate wards, which shall be numbered 
and designated as the First and Second Wards of such city The 
First Ward shall embrace all that portion of the city which hes 
east of Antelope street. The Second Ward shall embiace all that 
portion of the city which hes west of Antelope stieet, the middle 
of Antelope street bemg the dividing line.

[Approved February 18, 1864 ] 


Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
viory of Nevada, as follows : 


Section 1. Section Four of the foregoing entitled Act is so 
amended as to iead as follows: Section Four The Board of 
Trustees shall have power to make such by-laws and ordinances, 
not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of the United 
States and of this Teiritoiy; to erect a town jail when deemed 
necessary; to prevent and remove nuisances; to define what shall 
be deemed nuisances; to construct pumps, acqueducts, reservoirs 
or other (urks necessary for duly supplying the town with water; 
to lay out, alter, keep open and repan the streets, alleys and side- 
walks of the town; to provide such means as they may deem 
necessary to protect the town from fire; to make such ordinances 
as may be deemed necessary for the health of the inhabitants of 
the town; to regulate ‘and establish the grade of streets, alleys 
and sidewalks of the town; to compel property holders to make 
sidewalk and g1ade the street as the said Trustees may direct in 
front of their lots and piemises, or to cause the same to be done 
at the expense of the owners of the sante; to close all stores or 
other places of business or amusement on Sunday. Such Board 
of Trustees shall have power to make ordinances for the preser- 
vation of the peace, quiet and safety of the inhabitants of said 
town, and for the general goof and welfare of the same, and also 
power to purchase and convey real estate Such Board of Trus- 
tees shall have power to condemn all propeity, whether 1eal or 
personal, within the limits of Gold Hill, in the opening and laying 
out of sticets, alleys or for any other public use whatsoever, in the 
followmg manner: The Board of Trustees to appoint one Referee 
and the owner or owneis of such property so to be condemned, to 
appoint one Referee, and in the event that the two Referees so 
appointed shall not agiee in the valuation of the propeity, then 
the two so selected shall choose a Thnd Referee, and the decision 
of a majority of such three Referees with regard to the valuation 
of the property appiaised by them shall be final and binding; and 
in case the owner or owners of property so to be condemned shall 
. refuse or neglect to comply with the provisions of this section, 
when said Board shall direct, then shall the said Board of Trus- 
tees constitute a Board of Appraisers, whose decision concerning 
the valuation of propeity by them appraised, shall be final and 
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binding; upon report of said valuation the Board may cause an 
oider to be entered in the minutes of their proceedings setting 
forth the fact of such property being condemned and the valuation 
thereof, and upon tender of warrants upon the town for the amount 
of such valuation to the owner or owners of such property so con- 
demned, such property shall be thereafter the property of the in- 
habitants of the town of Gold Hill, and they may remove all per-

wise; upon all dealers in liquors of any kind; upon saloons or bar- 
keepers engaged in selling wines, distilled or fermented hquors;

Constitution confers on the Federal Government full power to main- 
tain and perpetuate its existence; and whensoever the people of 
any State, o1 any portion thereof, attempt to secede from the Fed- 
eral Union, or forcibly iesist the execution of its laws, it 1s the 


duty of the Federal Government, by warrant of the Constitution, | 


to employ armed force in compelling obedience to 1ts authority. 

Second—That growing with our growth, and strengthening with 
our strength, 1s an unfaltering faith in the abihty of the General 
Government to crush out every trace of disloyalty in the rebellious 
States, to beat down with the mailed arm of the Republic, treason, 
wherever it raises 1ts head in defiance ; to maintain, unbroken, the 
boundaries of its empire, and undisputed the supremacy of 1ts rule; 
to restore to peace, harmony and union a brave and war-worn peo- 
ple, and rear the standard of its authority over every foot of the 
rebellious States. 

Third—That we have an abiding confidence in the ability, hon- 
esty and patriotism of Abraham Lincoln, President of the United 
States—that we indorse the great acts of his Administration ; and 
as the National Administration is the Executive representative of 
the Government, upon which, under the Constitution, devolves the 
duty of preserving the integrity of the Federal Union, and enforc- 
ing the laws throughout our entiie public domain, and as this duty 
cannot be successfully performed without the cordial support of

Seventh—That among the bright examples of patriotism sprin- 
kled like the stars of Heaven over the history of the nation's 
irials, none shine with biighter lustre than those of the noble men 
in the rebellious States who, born and reared amid the institutions 
of slavery, with their social and financial mterests as closely mter- 
woven in its existence as the warp and woof of human destiny, 
and with the waves of anarchy and rebellion thieatening them 
with destruction, have steadfastly adhered to the flag of their 
fathers, saying let Slavery perish rather than one star should 24 
to hght the path of freedom, or one stripe to flaunt defiance/to 
despotism and tyranny ; and that, on the other hand, we recognize 
the lowest type of treason to humanity and our country, in that 
class at the North who, basking 1n the sunshine of free institutions, 
while the fires of discord and rebellion (1n imitation of the type of 
their party) are hissing destruction to the hfe and honor of a na- 
tion’s existence, have said let the nation perish rather than Slavery 
suffer in the contest; and that, while we consign the memory of

Wuereas: The large and increasing population of Nevada Ter- 
ritory and the vast and important amount of business, daily in- 
creasing 1n every branch of trade and manufacture, have filled our 
Courts of Justice with causes of htigation; and, whercas, the 
numbei of Judges of the Distiict Court is inadequate for the ad- 
judication of business of said Courts, the attainment of speedy 
justice, and the settlement of title and possession of property of 
immense value; therefore, be it resolved by the Council, the As- 
sembly concurring, as follows: Resolved, That the Congress of 
the United States be, and are hereby requested to modify Section 
Nine of the Act entitled, “An Act to organize the Territory of 
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Nevada,” approved March 2, 1861, so that said section may read as 
follows: “Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, that the judicial power 
of said Territory shall be vested m a Supreme Comt, District 
Courts, Probate Courts, and in Justices of the Peace. The Su- 
preme Court shall consist of a Chief Justice and three Associate 
Justices, any three of whom shall constitute a quorum, and who 
shall hold one o1 more terms at the Seat of Government of said 
Terutory, annually, as may be prescribed by law, and they shall 
hold thei: offices during the period of four years. 

The said Territory shall be divided into four Judicial Districts, 
and teims shall be held 1n each of said Districts, by one of the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, at such times and places as may be 
prescribed by law; and the said Judges shall, after their appoint- 
ments, 1espectively reside in the districts which shall be assigned 
them. The jurisdiction of the several Courts herein provided for, 
of both appellate and o1iginal, and that of the Probate Courts, and 
Justices of the Peace, shall be as hnuted by law; Provided, that 
such cıvıl and criminal jurisdiction may be conferred on the sev- 
eral Probate Couits as may be prescribed by law; and Provided, 
further, that Justices of the Peace shall not have jurisdiction of 
any matter in controversy, when the title of boundaiies of land 
may be in dispute, or when the debt or sum claimed shall exceed 
five hundred dollars; and the District Courts shall possess chan- 
cery as well as common law jurisdiction, and authority for redress 
of all wrongs committed against the Constitution or Laws of the 
United States or of the Territory effecting persons of property. 
Each Distiict Court, or the Judge thereof, shall appoint its clerk, 
who shall, also, be the Register in Chancery, and shall keep his 
office in the place where the Court may be held; writs of error, 
bills of exception and appeals, shall be allowed in all cases from 
the final decisions of said District Courts, to the Supreme Court, 
under such regulations as may be prescribed by law, but in no 
case removed to the Supreme Cout, shall trial by jury be allowed 
in said Court, nor shall the District Judge, from whom an appeal 
may be taken, be allowed to review the judgment, order or decree 
appealed from. The Supreme Court, or Justices thereof, shall ap- 
point its own clerk, and every clerk shall hold his office at the 
pleasuie of the Court for which he shall have been appointed.

Courts, shall be allowed or may be taken to the Supreme Court of 
the Umted States, 1n the same manner and under the same 1egu- 
lations ag fiom the Circuit Courts of the United States, where the 
value of the property, or the amount, in controversy, shall exceed 
one thousand dollars, to be ascertained by the oath o affirmation
